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, see (2) , p. 1388, compound 4R ) , present reformulated matter according to 
claim 12 can now be regarded as novel, because both documents disclose the 
originally claimed fatty acid of formula III b where R 1 and R 2 are H, prepared 
otherwise as in the present application. The content of (1) and (2) being deleted 
from the original claimed matter according to claim 12, novelty is acknowledged. 
Since both (1) and (2) do not refer to the the preparation of the pyrones (I) of the 
present application , the remaining claims can be considered as novel and 
inventive in the light of said documents.
